2012 FINAL TAX BILLING AND INSTALMENT - DUE DATE NOTICE 

The 2012 Final property tax bills were mailed out on June 7,2012. Tax bills were issued for each of the following tax classes; residential, pipeline, 
farm and managed forests. The due dates are the same for all tax classes; first instalment due June 29, 2012 and second instalment due 
September 28,2012.

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Child Assaulted in Bradford 

At about 6:30 p.m. on May 22, Police were called to a Bradford home regarding 
an attempt by a father to remove his 6 year old daughter from a residence 
where she was staying with friends of the family, playing in the rear yard. The 
mother was not present; the parents are estranged. The accused got into a 
verbal argument with the friends, then grabbed his daughter by the hair, pulled 
her towards him, and tried to leave wifi the child. The friends intervened and 
took the child back, calling police. The man fled on toot. Investiganon revealed 
that the accused, a 35 year old male of no fixed address, had also assaulted 
the mother of the child earlier that day, and that a warrant for his arrest was 
held by Barrie Police. On the evening of May 26, the 35 year old was observed 
exiting a business in Bradford; he was subsequently arrested for assault.
